It is, 
of course, deplorable that Europeans 
should lose their lives; but they did 
know, before sailing, that war might 
break out at any moment, so they must 
be understood to hays. accepted the 
risk. Japan offered. compensation, but 
that was probably a mere formality; “it 
did not mean unconditional .payment of 
anything that might be saked. It meant 
only that Japan would make no abjec- 
tion to the payment of whatever might 
tarn out to be ressonable—not on the 
palpably false reports which even now | 
are flying about in all directions, but on 
sworn testimony sifted by capable 
juriets ; and as far os we can see, there 
te no strong case against Japan. ;
